SHOW  DAHLIAS  include  all  large  close  flowering  varieties  of  a 
single  color  and  those  in  which  the  ground  color  is  of  a lighter 
shade  than  the  edges. 

FANCY  DAHLIAS  include  all  striped  large  flowering  varieties  and 
those  in  which  the  ground  color  is  darker  than  the  edges  or  tips. 

POMPON  DAHLIAS  include  all  small  flowering  varieties. 

DECORATIVE  DAHLIAS  include  all  large,  loose  flowering  varieties. 

CACTUS  DAHLIAS  are  known  by  their  long,  pointed  and  twisted 
petals.

After  growing  a large  number  of  the  new  varieties  of  true  type  Cactus 

Dahlias,  I have  selected  the  following  collection  as  the  best  of  them  all  for 

exhibition  purposes  and  Garden  Decoration  : 

A.  R.  PERRY.  Old  rose,  tipped  with  gold.  Large  exhibition  flowers  with 
long,  narrow  incurved  petals.  $1.00. 

AMBER  GLOW.  A Cactus  of  the  highest  English  type,  petals  are  long, 
narrow  and  straight.  Size  immense.  Stem  is  as  good  as  its  parent, 
Pierrot.  The  color  is  bright  yellow,  deepening  to  pale  orange  at  the 
center.  An  incomparable  exhibit  blossom  which  is  also  good  for  cutting. 
$3.00. 

BALLET  GIRL.  A new  California  introduction  of  particular  merit.  The 
coloring  is  unique,  orange  with  a combination  of  white.  Flowers  are 
very  large  with  good  stems.  Good  for  exhibition.  $2.50. 

BONNIE  G.  A Cactus  of  the  scarcest  shade  in  dahlias,  a true  pink,  paler 
than  Delice  and  deeper  than  E.  F.  Hawes.  The  stem  is  fair,  and  this 
variety  will  be  good  for  cutting  where  the  constant  fogs  have  a tendency 
to  weaken  stems.  Is  a tall  grower  and  produces  very  large  flowers  with 
great  freedom.  To  a lover  of  pink  flowers,  nothing  so  dainty  and  pretty 
has  been  offered  since  France  introduced  Delice.

CURLEW.  Old  rose,  a distinct  and  pleasing  self-color,  massive  full  flowers, 
very  long  florets  incurving  right  over  center;  splendid  size  and  shape.

DOROTHY  DURNBAUGH.  A most  attractive  shade  of  deep, rich  pink,  flowers 
are  immense  in  size;  of  fine  form  and  habit,  with  strong  stems,  that 
hold  up  well;  one  of  the  best  Cactus  Dahlias  in  cultivation.  Fine  for 
cutting.  $2.00. 

E.  F.  HAWES.  Clear,  delicate  pink,  a shade  admired  and  in  demand  as  a 
cut  flower.

A.  C.  LAWRENCE.  In  this  Dahlia  we  have  one  of  the  best  Hybrid  Cactus 
ever  introduced;  it  is  very  large  and  of  good  substance;  the  color  is 
a fine  shade  of  flesh  pink,  as  a keeper  when  cut  it  cannot  be  excelled. 
Tubers  $5.00,  Plants  $2.50. 

AMBASSADOR.  The  floral  sensation  of  Los  Angeles;  the  color  is  a soft 
yellow  buff,  shaded  salmon-pink;  flowers  of  pleasing  form,  and  enormous 
size,  7 to  10  in.  without  disbudding;  the  splendid  flowers  are  held  erect 
well  above  the  foliage  on  the  strongest  stemis  I have  ever  seen  on  a 
Cactus  Dahlia.

ELSIE  OLIVER.  We  find  that  it  is  difficult  to  write  a description.  As 
nearly  as  we  can  describe  the  coloring,  it  is  a creamy  pink  shading  to 
cream  in  the  center.  But  while  the  color  is  an  exquisite  feature,  a 
blossom  of  any  color  would  be  a prize  winner  with  its  immense  size  and 
formation.  The  type  is  perfect  hybrid  cactus,  with  long  evenly  rolled 
petals  and  a good  center.  We  have  the  impression  that  it  is  the  largest 
variety  of  its  type  on  the  market.  The  branching  bushes  were  laden 
with  blooms  all  season  and  attracted  most  unusual  attention  and  admira- 
tion. The  stems  are  good.  Tubers  $7.50,  plants  $3.75. 

FRANCIS  LOBDELL  (Waite).  New  variet5^  Like  all  good  varieties,  this  one 
has  to  be  seen  to  be  appreciated.  The  plants  will  stand  without  staking 
and  are  completel}'^  covered  with  large  blooms  from  early  until  late ; 
the  color  is  mallow  pink,  shading  to  white  in  the  center.  Received 
certificate  at  A.  D.  S.  Trial  Grounds,  1922.  A splendid  introduction.

GEE  WHIZ.  Of  large  size  and  pleasing  shape;  the  color  is  a soft  buff  shaded 
with  salmon;  a dahlia  that  always  comes  perfectly  double,  never  show.^ 
an  open  center.  Tubers  $3.00,  plants  $1.50. 

GLADYS  SHERWOOD.  As  compared  with  other  white  dahlias  this  is  a giant 
- among  pygmies;  flowers  9 inches  in  diameter  without  disbudding;  the 
flowers  are  of  fine  form  and  are  held  erect  on  strong  stems,  very  free 
' ^ flowering.  As  a garden  flower  this  has  no  equal  among  the  whites.  $3.00. 

HELEN  DURNBAUGH.  This  is  one  of  our  most  popular  dahlias;  it  is  good 
every  way;  we  can’t  too  highly  recommend  it.  Mr.  Broomall  certainly 
added  a good  one  to  our  list  in  this  splendid  flower.  Color  nearly  white 
with  partial  shading  of  bright  pink;  late  in  season  quite  pale  pink.  It 
is  a fluffy  serrated  petal  flower  and  reminds  us  of  the  real  peony.  $1.00 

^ FAVORITA.  A splendid  Novelty  shading  from  a dark  reddish  salmon 
in  the  center  to  a salmon-pink  at  the  twisted  points.  Perfect  form; 
strong,  long  stem;  fine  cut  flower.  $1.50. 

LAURINE.  Deep  pink,  a shade  darker  than  Dorothy  Durnbaugh;  the  flowers 
are  twice  as  large  as  that  variety,  and  are  held  erect  on  splendid  long 
stems  ; a strong  grower  and  profuse  bloomer.
